GRANT'S ARTICLE, 


Text of a Document Antici- 
pated with Much 
_ Curiosity. 


Reasons Which Have Induoed the 
Iilustrious General to Address 


the People. 


His Extraordinary Confidence 
in the Practicability of 
a Canal.

New Yor«, Jan. 10,—Gen. U. S. Grant, 
who has for some time past been prominent- 
ly mentioned in connection with the scheme 
to construct the Nicaragua Canal, has 
written out his views on the subject quite ex- 
tensively, and Tue Trimune’s represénta- 
tive presents the same exclusively to its 
readers to-day. The General, whothas given 
the subject much thbught, makes an elab- 
orate and exhaustive review, which will be 
read with great interest at this juncture, 
Gen. Grant says: 

THE ARTICLE. 

The construction of a ship-canal across the 
isthmus which connects North and South 
America has attracted the attention of Gov- 
ernments, engineers, and capitalists in this 
country and in Europe for considerably 
more than Ralf a century. The allusions to 
the possibility and importance of such a 
work made by travelers and scientists, almost 
from the time when America was discovered 
down to the day when practical investiga- 


the United States, had < 
A DEEP IMPRESSION ON THE PUBLIC MIND; 
and the rapid growth of the American pub- 
lic in population and wealth, the increasing 
commerce between the Atlantic and Pacific 
Oceans, the long, tedious, and dangerous pas- 
sage from shore to shore around Cape Horn, 
all tended to strengthen this impression, and 
to establish the conviction that the interest of 
the American people in the commerce of the 
world required a water communication from 
sea to sea across the Isthmus of Darien. It 
is now more than fifty years since this 
project first received serious consideration on 
this Continent. Under the Administration 
of Mr. Adams, in 1825, correspondence and 
negotiations commenced, which have con- 
tinued up to the presenttime. Turning from 
one Government to another for aid in carry- 
ing out the scheme, 

THE PEOPLE OF CENTRAL 
soon arrived at the conclusion they must 
look to the United States for completion 
of the work, and that to them especially, on 
account of location and Institutions, be- 
longed the right to unite with the State 
through whose territory the canal might run

and we need no longer question the value of 
in interoceanic canal on the Western Conti- 
nent, as we have long since abandoned all 
doubt of the value of the Suez Canal to the 
commerce of the nations of the East. To 
Europeans the benefits and advantages of the 
proposed canal are great; to the Americans 
there are 
INCALCULABLE. 
forming, as a canal properly organized and 
constructed would, a part of the coast-line of 
the United States. It would increase our 
commercial facilities beyond calculation. In- 
terfering inno way with ‘the interests of 
those lines of railway which connect the At- 
lantie States with the . Pacific, but tending 
rather to stimulate and increase the activity 
out of which their traffic grows, it would 
cheapen all staple transportation, and add 
greatly to the ease and economy of emigra- 
tion from the East to the farms and mines of 
the Pacific slope. That the canal will be of 
great benefit to the commerce of the United 
States also there can be no doubt. Meeting, 
as we do, a formidable competition in the 
carrying trade to foreign ports, we find in 
our coast wise navigation an opportunity for 
a profitable use of American bottoms 
PROTECTED BY OUR OWN COMMERCIAL LAWS. 
A continuous coast-line connecting our 
Eastern and Western shores promises an in- 
crease of this navigation suflicient of itself 
to make a canal a matter of the utmost im- 
portance to our people. 

In view of these advantages, the question 
naturally arises as to the most feasible route 
forthe canal, both as regards economy of 
construction and convenience of use. On 
this point it would hardly seem as if there 
was room for contfoversy.

WHAT WAS DONE TO-DAY. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuinerton, D. C., Jan. 10.—The House 
of Representatives devoted nearly the entire 
day to the consideration of the Indian Ap- 
propriation bill, and nearly finished the dis- 
cussion of it in Committee of the Whole. 
The bill appropriates $4,531,866, being $85,- 
$96 less than the amount appropriated for 
the current year, and $327,000 less than the 
estimates. Of the amount appropriated, 
by the fact

South Carolina, Tennessee, Virginia, and 
Louisiana, all repudiating States, have for 
years refused to pay interest on their bonds, 
which were bought with money belonging

A 80-CALLED FINANCIAL DEBATE N OCON- 
GRESS. 


On Saturday last there was a debate in the 
House of Representatives on the Funding 
bill. It was in one sense a nearer approach 
to a debate than is often seen in that body. 
It was adiscussion in which some twenty 
or more members took part, and though the 
speeches were limited to five minutes each 
that time seemed to be sufficient to enable 
every man who spoke to tell all he knew. 

Two propositions were presented as alter- 
natives: (1) The issue of bonds running 
twenty years at 3 per cent interest in ex- 
change for $667,000,000 bends now maturing 
bearing Sand 6 per cent ingprest; or (2) the 
issue of short notes or paper, payable in ten 
annual installments, by the proceeds of direct 
taxation, and the payment of this portion of 
the debt. 

On these alternative propositions there was 
the widest and the wildest.differences of 
opinion. First, there was a flerce dispute 
whether a3 per cent bond could be floated 
at par under any circumstances; and, strange 
as it may be, those who favored paying, in- 
stead of extending, the debt, insisted that the 
interest should not exceed 8 per cent, and 
that even that rate was extortionete and ra- 
pacious; while those who favored funding, 
instead of paying, thought 3 per eent bonds 
would never sell. The friends of the Na- 
tional banks all insisted that 3 per cent was 
too small an interest, and it was strongly 
suggested that they would retire their circu- 
lation unless @ greater interest was allowed 
or the tax of 1 per cent on their notes was re- 
pealed,—as with the tax the bends will yield 
them but 2 per cent, The Secretary of the 
Treasury says emphatically that he cannot 
place a 8 per cent loan. Of course, there 

were others who would be giad to vote for 
any measure that would force the banks 
out of the currency business; and these 
were opposed to paying any interest, in- 
sisting that the Government should pay the 
bonds by an issue of’ fiat notes. Still 
another faction insisted that the Government 
should pay the debt immediately in silver 
coin, but these failed to explain how the 
Government was to get the sfiver, or why, if 
the Government had the moneyto buy silver, 
it could not apply this moneyaiirectly to the 
payment of the bonds. There was a great 
amount of direct and positive assertion pro 
and on whether a 8 per cent bond could 
or could not be sold at par, but, beyond 
the statement of the fact that no such bond 
had ever been sold at par in any éountry. 
and the of the equally established 
fact that no such had ever been offered 
in this country, the whole controversy rested 
on the blank assertion of the disputants. 

The rapid debt-payers were, however, the 
most rampant and dogmatic. They went for 
“saving ” ifterest by refusing to exchange a 
3 per cent for a 5 and 6 per cent bond. They 
all insisted that the best policy was to collect 
from $70,000,000 to $100,000,000 from the 
American people by direct taxation annually 
and gave 3 per cent interest, Of this class of 
financiers, Mills, of Texas, carried off the 
dunce-cap for stupidity.

Nominally these bonds are taxable, but really 
they are not; and had there been any danger 
of their being taxed nobody would have 
touched them, Practically, no bonds of any 
kind are taxed, 

During this who bate the reader will 
imgestion of the real 
points which should govern the action of Con- 
gress in thismatter. They are, briefly; (1) The 
Government has no revenue save what it ob- 
tains by taxation. (2) There is now a yearly 
surplus revenue varying between fifty and one 
hundred millions of dollars above the needs 
of the Government, which is conclusive that 
taxation is that much too high. (8) Thissur- 
plus war-taxation is taken from the hands of 
the people, taken from the wages or working 
fund ef the country, and is worth to 
the people in their reproductive industries, 
whence itis taken, from 7 to 10 per cent. 
There are now hundreds of millions of bonds 
and mortgages and other debts, bearing from 
7 to 10 per cent interest, issued by private 
persons, and by corporatidhs engaged in 
every branch of productive industry. These 
bonds and debts are ten times as great as the 
National debt. Such persons want this 
money to pay their own debts and to enlarge 
and improve their own business. Every man- 
ufacturer and agriculturist in the land is 
crippled and injured because of this onerous 
tax, by which a portion of his working cap- 
ital is taken from him every year. The an- 
nual value of these hundred millions of dol- 
lars of unnecessary Federal taxation to 
those from whom it is taken is the real 
and the only true figure by which this 
proposition to exchange 3 per cent bonds for 
5 and 6 per cent bonds can be measured. Is 
it wise, Just, or rational to take §100,000,000 
of’ the working capital of the country, worth 
to. those who hold it from 7 to to 10 per cent, 
to pay off adebt which can be extended in- 
definitly at3 per cent? 

Let Mr. Mills ask any one of his Texas con- 
stituents who is in debt and paying 7 or 10 
per cent interest thereon, whether he would 
like to change that debt into a 8 per cent 
obligation and let it run for a considerable 
time, or to let it continue at 7 to 10 per cent 
interest and struggle to pay it off in a few 
years,—this high interest in the meantime 
eating him up. 

The 670 millions of debt which Mr. Hurd 
demands shall be paid in ten years is a mort- 
gage on the business and property of the 
country, Will Mr, Hurd ask any of his con- 
stituents whether he is in favor of paying 
over the money used by him in his business, 
and worth to him from 7 to 10 per cent, to 
take upa mortgage bearing only 3 per cent 
interest, when that mortgage can be ex- 
tended at that rate as long as he needs it? 

This $670,000,000 is a mortgage falling due, 
but which may be extended twenty, thirty, 
or forty years, at 3 per.cent interest. Itis 
proposed by these high taxation and rapid 
debt payers that this sum of money be taken 
from the pockets of the people, to whom it is 
of immediate use at a value of 7 to 10 per 
cent, and pay off the 3 per cent mortgage. 
And this proposition is advocated, defended, 
and justified on the ground that it is saving 
3 per cent interest. Is it not (to use the 
homely but not less expressive term) saving 
at the spigot and wasting at the bung? One 
hundred extra millions taken annually from 
the people is a loss to them on an average of say 
7 to 10 per cent; to use it to pay 3 per cent bonds 
Is to save 8 per cent interest; net loss 536 
millions a year. The interest on a 8 per cent 
bond for twenty years is 60 per cent; the loss 
on the taxes extorted from the people to pay 
that bond computed at 8 per cent for twenty 
years is. 160 per cent; and yet the House of 
Representatives has for days echoed with the 
Trant ie claims of so-called statesmen insist- 
ing that to take the money worth in business 
8 per cent to pay a debt bearing only 3 per 
cent intérest is a “saving” to the country,— 
the very embodiment of financial wisdom ! 

Let Congress fund the debt at the lowest 
practicable rate of interest and repeal the 
war-taxes under which the country is plun-

TEE MORGAN JOINT RULE. 

It is rumored in Washington that the 
Democrats are making a still hunt” to se- 
cure the attendance of a sufficient number of 
their own members tn the House of Repre- 
sentatives to constitutea quorum and then 
push through the Morgan joint rule for 
counting the Electoral yote which passed the 
Senate at the last session, As the proposi- 
tion is in the shape Sof a joint rule of Con- 
gress, it will not come under the Executive 
supervision and will escape the review of the 
Judiciary branch of the Government. Thus 
a partisan majority of one of the three 
codrdinate branches of the Government, to 
the exclusion of the other two, proposes to 
determine the most important and vexed ques- 
tion of the day.

The joint rule in question proposes in ef- 
fect that the objection of either House shall 
operate to defeat the counting of the vote of 
any State. There is no necessity for this or 
any other rule, The election of Gen. Garfield 
is conceded by all parties, It would be su- 
preme folly for anybody to deny this fact. 
There is nothing to do but to count che votes 
that have been properly certified under the 
law. All that remains to be done is a simple 
matter of computation. The counting may 
proceed as it did during three-quarters of a 


century. There will be no party nor individ- } 


ual to dispute the result. Then why do the 
Democrats ingist that a rule shall be adopted 
under these circumstances which shall en- 
able either House to reject any votes that 
have been east. 

Congress hag its hands full of business of 
an urgent nature. It is stated that the pas- 
sage of all the necessary appropriation bills 
will require four of the seven weeks which 
remain in the Present session.

The friends of National railway super- 
vision, whe inelude the great mass ef the 
American people without regard to party, 
are anxious that some agreement upon this 
subject shall be reached at once. There are 
numerous other measures which appeal to 
Congress with urgency, and it is clear that 
it will not be possible to accomplish at the 
present session all that ought to be done. 
Then why do the Democrats propose to con- 
sume time and resort to their partisan ma- 
jority, which has already been repudiated 
by the people, to pass a joint rule which is 
in no sense necessary if they intend to count 
the vote honestly? 

This state of things leads up to an inevita- 
ble inference that the Democrats contem- 
plate mischiefanaking, and any desperate 
effort to force through the proposed rule 
will be so regarded by the people. They 
have no right to put this temptation before 
themselves, if they do not actually intend to 
make a dishonest use of the opportunity the 
proposed rule will give them. The vexa- 
tious question of electing President and 
counting the Electoral vote ought to be set- 
tled deliberately and finally by a constitu- 
tional amendment, upon which not merely 
all the branches of the Government, but the 
people themselves through their local Gov- 
ernments, should pass judgment.

Representative Newberry, the new mem-

the Canadian and the English authorities, 
and no action has been taken upon them. 
These charges reflect upon the honor of the 
agents of the Canadian Government and the 
Government itself, and, if they are true, con- 
vict them of swindling the United States out 
of $5,500,000. Thase charges are now brought 
to the attention of our own Goyernment, 
with no prospect that they will receive any 
serious attention, because the Secretary of 
State is prejudiced in favor of the English 
Government, and, having but a few weeks 
more to serve, will not give them the atten- 
tion he should. It may not be etiquetforour 
Government to assume that the English Goy- 
ernment is aware of anything dishonorable 
or to openly charge that the award is in the 
nature of a swindle, but it is certainly perti- 
nent and just to call the attention 
of the English Government to the ex- 
istence of such eharges. This done, if 
the English Government is disposed to do 
the fair thing and wishes to maintain friendly 
relations with our own, it will investigate 
them. If Secretary Evarts is not disposed to 
do his duty in the premises, it will be in 
order for the Secretary in Gen. Garfield's 
Cabinet to give them his prompt attention, 
and if, as now seems likely, Mr. Blaine is to 
have the portfolio of State, no one need 
doubt that he will do. his duty promptly 
and thoroughly. Should the English Gov- 
ernment investigate them and find them to 
be without foundation, that will be an end to 
it, and no harm will have been done. Should 
it refuse, then our own Government must in- 
vestigate them, and if it shall eventuate 
that the award was a swindle, obtained by 
forgery, then the money mast be given up, 
no matter what the consequences may be.

SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 10.— While inaugu- 
ration day this time was scarcely as cold as 
it was four years ago, it was admittedly cold 
enough, and the outdoor portion of the pro- 
gram rather suffered in the amount of p blic 
interest and attention towed upon it in 
consequence of the ear-bifing, nose-pinching 
atmosphere, which prevwalled from the time 
the first soldier-boy turned out in the 
morning up to the hour when he 
turned in at night and was 
railroaded home.

ncreasing in importance, in amount of cap- 
ital employed, and the number of those affected 
by it every year. 

Thousands of our cffizens are engaged in its 
development. The work of a miner is attended 
with more than ordinary danger, I recom- 
mend that the law in relation to min be 80 
amended as to secure the greatest safety to 
those en in the development of this inter- 
est, so important to the business and comfort of 
the whole people. 

The expressed purpose of the law creating the 
Bureau of _Labor Statistics was to collect and 
furnish to the General Assembly statistical de- 
tails relating to all departments of labor, es- 

ially in its relations to the commercial, in- 
ust social, educational, and sanitary con- 
ditions of the laboring classes. This is a broad 
fleld for investigation, affecting all industries 
and business, and the very structure of society 
itself, reachi to the comfort, happiness, and 
intelligence of every citizen, and to che general 
prosperity, wealth, and civilization of the peo- 

pie of the State. 

PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

I believe that mo part of the public revenue 
annuaily contributed by the peopie of Liinois 
has been more profitably or beneficially ex- 
pended than that which has been appropriated 
to the support the pnblic schoola. Its bene- 
fits are not merely manifest in the present, but 
it%s an investment for the future, which is dps- 
tined to bring its returns in accumulating profits 
to future generations. 


NATIONAL POLITICS. 


We have recently passed throu 
Presidential contest. Happily for the country, 
the result has been decisive; and the peopie 
accept it without question. Four years ago 
doubt existed in the minds of many as to the 
result, on account of the unprecedented close- 
ness of the Electoral vote. at contest and the 
excitement following the election put to a new 
test the strength of our republican government, 
the end of which gave increased confidence in 
the stability of our institutions. 

It ish that the Constitution of the United 
States will be so amended before another Presi- 
dential election as to leave no room for doubt as 
to the mode of counting the Electoral votes, or 
by whom they shall be counted. 

The foundation of our political structure 
is the ballot. It is the expression of the 
divine right of the people to rule. It raises 
up men and parties, and casts them down. 
It is the flat of power; but to be valua- 
ble, and accomplish its true purpose and end, 
this voice of the people must fairly ex 
pressed. Founded on intelligence, it should be 
without coercion, bribery, or intimidation; and 
thus cast, it should be honestly counted in de- 
termin results. These sentiments may ap- 
pear familiar and trite, but they cannot too 
often repeated, and especially should those who, 
ns servants of the wile, have to perform leg- 
isiative or executive funciions constantly re- 
member that the chief end and aim of their 
service should be to preserve ane transmit our 
free institutions, which can only be done when 
the will of an intelligent people is assured of a 
free and pure expression by the ballot.

IN OPENING THE LECTURE 


Mr. Kelly explained that he was not in the 
habit of reading, but as there were many 
figures and incidents in the lecture he would 
beg the indulgence of the andience if he con- 
fined himself to the manuscript before him. 
The subject of his lecture would the 
Sisters of Charity, and he would tell of 
their origin and of their noble works, of 
which a thousand lectures might easily be 
written without exhausting the resources of 
the subject. The lecturer then gave an in- 
teresting account of the life of St. Vincent 
de Paul, the founder of the Order of Sisters 
of Charity, anda man who did such a work 
of holiness and charity in the seventeenth 
century as the good St. Augustine had done 
in the fourth, From St. Vincent de Paul's 
birth of humble peasant parents in 1576, the 
lecturer traced the leading incidents of 
his life, told of his captivity in Algiers, of 
his work in the Town of Sannes, where he 
founded the system of missions, and of 
the great work of his life, when in 1633 he 
organized the famous Order which the lecturer 
had chosen as his subject. In this work he 
was ay assisted by Madam Le Grand, 
widow of the late secretary of the mother of 
Marie de Medici, who became the directress 
under him of the various departments of the 
Confraternity of Charity, as body was 
first called. These voluntary organizations 
spread from the country to the city, and their 
early defects were soon corrected by the. vig- 
ilance and judgement of St. Vincent, 

In 1809 the venerated Mother Seaton found- 
ed the Order in the United Statgsin the Val- 
ley of St. Joseph, near the towh of Emmets- 
burg, in aire | and, and after they became 
fully established, through the clever diplo- 
macy of Bishop Chance, of Baltimore, 
the American Order became affilia to 
the Order in France, which at first had 
decided objections to this being accom- 
lished. The lecturer here gave s number of 
nteresting statistics showing the growth of 
the Order in Europé and Ameriea, and stated 
that at the present time over 26,000 Sisters of 
Charity are scattered about the globe,—a 
— ag d * of 72 grain of mustard seed 
sown by St. Vincent in 1033. 

The lecturer r the sub- 
lime courage whieh Sisters of Charity 
had displayed in many trying ehergencies. 
‘The horrors of war deterred them not, and 
woes appease eens spreading terror and 
death throug 
seen carrying comfort to the sick and bless- 
ings to the dymg. Philadelphia paid, a 
giowing tribute to them fer r noble 
work when that city was cholera-stricken in 
1832-33, and in the latter year the City of 
Baltimore raised a monument in the Catholic 
Cemetery to two of the Sisters who had fall- 
en martyrs to their labors among me sick 
during that year of pestilence. The lecturer 
concluded with a number of anecdotes illus- 
trative of the noble qualities of the Sisters, 
and of extracts from written ics in 
8 by the prominent men of litera- 
ture and aft. 

The lecture was given for the, benefit of 
St. Joseph’s Asylum in this city, and, us Mr.

AN INSURANCE WRANGLE. 

A lengthy bill was filed in the Circuit 
Court on the 16th of Novémber last, but very 
successfully suppressed, by Jefferson Farmer, 
the Empire Distilling Company, and the Ba- 


tavia Paper Manufacturing Company against 


W. H. Turner, Clinton Briggs, Jesse Spald- 
ing, George E. Wasey, W. A. Rust, Louis 
Merki, A. E. Crosby, P. A. Montgomery, 
John Merki, the Western Manufacturers’ 
Mutual Insurance Company, formerly the 
Northwestern German Mutual Fire-Insur- 
ance Company of Chicago, the Fifth Nation- 
al Bank, and the Union National Bank, in 
which a strange story of alleged fraud is 
narrated. According to complainants’ 
charges, on the 12th of March, 1879, N. 
Ludington, H. Whitbeck, W. H. Turner, 

Pitts, Clinton Briggs. W. 
B. Ferguson, M. an Nortwick, 
II. S. Carrier, A. Cruver, Jesse Spalding, 
Robert Law, Joseph H. Brown, Jefferson 
Farmer, and J. K. Worswick held a meeting 
tor the purpose of forming an insurance 


company under the name of the Western 


Manufacturers’ Mutual Insurance Company. 
Spalding was elected President, Turner 
Vice-President, Briggs Treasurer, Ferguson 
Secretary, and complainant as Manager. 
After the usual vreliminaries the charter 
was procured, and the Company began busi- 
ness. Prior to this; however, the officers 
„prepared agreements for insurance which 
were to be entered into with 400 applicants, 
the premiums on which should amount to 
not less than $200,000, of which $40,000 at 
least were to have been paid in cash, and 
notes of solvent parties, founded on actual 
and bona fide applications for insurance, 
were to be received for the remainder.” In 
October, 1879, an Executive Committee was 
appointed to carry out this scheme, and it 
was agreed that when the insurance was ob- 
tain the Company should be chartered 
and the insurance turned over to it. 
Farmer then went to work vig- 
orously, and obtained, as he _ claims, 
some 000 of insurance up to January, 
1880, when the Executive Committee by 
threats compelled him and Ferguson to re- 
sign their positions. The Executive Commit- 
tee and the Directors then, as is charged} con- 
spired together to kill the as yet unborn in- 
fant company, and for that pe se caused a 
certificate to be filed in the office of the Sec- 
retary of State changing the name of the 
Northwestern German Mutual Fire-Insur- 
ance Company of Chicago to ‘that of the 
Western Manufacturers’ Mutual Insurance 
Company, tranferred the assets of the em- 
bryo company to the latter, its namesake, 
and then sent out notices to the policy-hold- 
ers that the voluntary association had 
ripened into a corporation, but concealing 
the fact that it was not the corporation first 
intended. The certificates of the voluntary 
association were then taken up and policies 
in the newly named “ Manufacturers’” 
given instead. This fraudulent substitution 
of an old company newly named for the pro- 
posed new corporation, and the transfer to 


the latter of the agreements for insurance 


which were obtained by Farmer for the new 
is charged, is greatly te the 


injury of complainant. He finds himself en- 


tirely out in*the cold now, with his occupa- 
tion as manager entirely gone, and though 


he holds no stock or insurance in the new 


concern, he claims he has been greatly 
damnified. In conclusion he asks that Spald- 


ing, Briggs, and, Turner, as members of the 
Executive Committee, may be compelled to 


state what notes, moneys, and other assets

kind or from using the name of Western 
Manyfacturers’ Mutual Insurance Com- 
pany.” and Snaity that a Receiver may be ap- 
pointed to take charge of the property of the 
Association and also of that of the Insurance 
Company.

On the 20th of November an answer, even 
larger than the bill, was filed by the Western 
Manufacturers’ Mutual Insurance Company, 
formerly the Northwestern German Mutnal 
Fire-Insurance Company. It denies that the 
Western Manufacturers’ Mutual Insurance 
Company was ever formed,though steps 
toward that end were taken by Farmer, 
Spalding, and others. Farmer tried to obtain 
the requisit 400 members, but failed, and 
then. in September, 1879, applied to the Au- 
ditor for permission to do business without 
complying with the legal requirements, 
which permission was refused. Spal 
Briggs, Turner, Farmer, Ludington, Whit- 
beck, Carter, and Ferguson then formed to- 
22 a private association, unincorporated, 

n the insurance business, issuing certificates 

by which those who took insurance became 
associates with the parties above named, and 
intending to form tbemselves into a 
company as soon as suflleient in- 
surance had been obtained. Farmer 
was never an associate, but solicited insur- 
ance for a time, until he was discharged for 
want of ability. Repeated attempts were 
made after Farmer's ouster to amend the 
original charter on file at Springfield, but as 
Farmer would not agree to it, the Attornev- 
General held it could not be done. The orig- 
inal incorporators, then, as a last resort, pur- 
chased the charter of the Northwestern Ger- 
man Mutual Fire-Insurance Company, a cor- 
poration organized in 1869, and changed iis 
name to that of the Western Manufacturers’ 
Mutual Insurance Company, Jesse Spalding 
becoming President and P. A. Montgomery 
Secretary. The assets of the private associa- 
tion were then transferred to it, and the cer- 
tificates were taken up, and regular policies 
of insurance issued instead. Farmer, as is 
claimed, was never anything but an agent of 
the Association, and as he was well paid for 
his trouble, has no claim now either on the 
Association or the Company. In conclusion, 
the Company denied that it diverted any of 
the assets wrongfully from the Association. 
or that the change of name was made with 
intent to deceive, but claims everything was 
done openly, and in consequence of Farmer’s 
entire failure to get the charter of the orig- 
inal Company.

Treaty with the 
States. 

Trenrsin, Nov. 2%.—The Commissioners, 
on their arrival at Pekin, were cordially re- 
ceived by II. E. Prince Kung and the mem- 
bers of the Tsung Li Samen, and, after the 
calls of ceremony had been made and re- 
turned, two high officials, members of the 
Foreign Office, were appointed to discuss 
with them, and, if possible, arrange some 
satisfactory settlement of the question of un- 
restricted immigration of Chinese laborers 
into the United States. The Commissioners 
explained the situation, why they had come, 
and what they wanted. They felt sure the 
Chinese Government was too wise not to dis- 
uss the matter in n friendly + gee and far 
too just to refuse what would be a great. 
boon to both sides, and what would tend to 
cement more closely the strong friend- 
ly relations so long exist between 
China and the United States. Then came 
another argument. We ask only our 
treaty rights,—a treaty forced upon us by 
Burlingame, an American,—rights no great- 
erthan you have accorded jo ali the coun- 
tries of Europe. Then wh does the Pres- 
ident, at the instance of a San Francisco 
mob, seek to discriminate between the sub- 
jects of China and she subjects of Great Brit- 
ain, Germany, and the northern countries of 
Europe?“ The Commissioners explaine:t 
that all immigrants from Europe came with 
their fathers and mothers, their wives and 
children, their valuables, and all they pos- 
sesed, with the full intent of making the 
United Siates their home; that they spread 
out over the country, took up waste and un- 
cultivated lands, soon became producers, 
learned our language, assimilated with our 
customs, sent their children to our schools, 
and in a very few years became thorough 
Americans, and, if possible, more patriotic 
than our native-born citizens, while 
the habits and eustoms of Chinese sub- 
jects in the United States were too 
familiar to the Chinese officials to

Webb, the Scalper, Held to the Crim- 
inal Court. 

The examination of J. A. Webb, the rail- 
road-ticket scalper, charged with receiving 
stoten Lake Shore & Michigan Southern 
Railroad tickets from D. F., alias Penn.“ 
Drew, a former employé in the General Pas- 
senger Agent’s office of that corporation, was 
concluded before Justice Wallace yesterday 
afternoon, and resulted in the hol of the 
defendant for trial in the Criminal Court.

r. Johnson, the General ger t 
of the Lake Shore & Michigan — — 
Railroad Company, testified that Drew was 
one of the clerks in his office at the time the 
tickets were sold, and he was not authorized 
to sell tickets in that way, nor did the wit- 
ness sell any tickets to brokers on the streets. 
The tickets sold to Webb and produced in 
court were stolen from the office of the Com- 
pany by Drew, who had abseonded. 

Charles B. Mo a former ticket-broker, 
testified in behalf of the defense that he had 
pe ye some Michigan Southern New 

York tickets at $15 each, and John W. Con- 
norton swore that he saw Drew sell to Webb 
some Buffalo tickets of the same Company, 
for which he gave a check. 

C. H. Stewart, from whose box at the Fi- 
delity Safety Depository the stolen tickets 
were lately taken on a search-warrant, testi- 
fied that he did not give Webb any money, 


‘but a check on the Merchants’ Savings, Loan 


Trust Company for $980, receiving the 
tickets as security for the loan. 

A question by Mr. Trude, as to whether 
the witness had stated to a TRIBUNE re- 
porter that he knew Webb had a bad char- 
acter, Was not admitted by the Court.

He 
knew Drew when he.-first went into the Lake 
Shore office, and never loaned him any 
money. 

A question by Mr. Trude as to whether the 
witness had not won Drew’s money from 
him at poker was ruled out by the Court. 

In his argument Mr. Trude said it was a 
crime to buy railroad tickets from unau- 
thorized persons. The law required a per- 
son to go to the General Passenger Agent of 
a railroad company and learn from him 
whether the tickets were stolen or not. His
